Returns From Congress­ 
ional Contests Are Slow 
In Being Reported.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—As returns 
from the states continued to roll in 
today, they served only to swell the 
tide upon which Calvin Coolidge is 
riding to an apparent overwhelming 
victory ci-er his two opponents in 
the 1924 presidential contest. 
In eight states, all of them in the 
west, the result still was in doubt at 
mid-day, but the president had a lead 
in seven of them, including Minne­ 
sota, North Dakota and South Da­ 
kota which followers of Senator Rob­ 
ert M. LaFollette had expected to 
give the independent candidate their 
elctoral votes. 
Returns in the congressional con­ 
tests were slow and at 
noon 
they 
still were insufficient to show wheth­ 
er Mr. Coolidge 
will 
have a 
real 
working majority of his 
party 
in 
either house or senate. The republi­ 
cans had made a net gain of 12 in 
the house and apparently of three 
or four in the senate. Representative 
Nicholas Longworlh of Ohio, the re 
publican leader in 
the 
house has 
been re-elected, as has Representa­ 
tive Finis J. Garrett of T^nness* e, 
the democratic house leader.

the same. Latest returns from Cali­ 
fornia indicated the republican mar­ 
gin there will be more than 100,000. 
The heavy undertow of this roar­ 
ing tide of Coolidge strength pulled 
down to defeat a number of demo­ 
cratic state tickets and 
democratic 
nu mbers of congress who had been 
confident of election, 
but in

York, Gov. 
Alfred E. 
Smith 
with­ 
stood the handicap of 
a sweep for 
the republican national 
ticket 
and 
bested his republican opponent for 
re-election, Theodore Roosevelt, by 
an 
estimated 
100,000 
plurality. 
Roosevelt came 
down 
from 
the

lead 
that 
seemed for a lime to make his elec­ 
tion certain but the Metropolis rose 
to the occasion and repelled the in­ 
vasion at its doorsteps. 
In Ohio another democratic gover­ 
nor, Vic Donahey, battling with a 
similar handicap, was about holding 
his own today in a nip and tuck race 
ior re-election against the republican 
nominee, former Governor Harry L. 
Davis. 
The sweep of the Coolidge 
slide appeared on the other hand to 
have reversed the 
expectations of 
the wiseacres and to have landed 
Ed Jackson, the republican guberna­ 
torial candidate in Indiana, in the 
governor’s chair at Indianapolis. 
In Texas, “Ma” Ferguson, wife of 
the impeached 
governor, who 
won 
her nomination on the democratic 
ticket in Texas after a furious battle 
against the Klan sympathizers, and 
secured a place on the ballot only 
after a further light in the courts, 
apparently was rewarded 
with the 
distinction of being the first woman 
ever elected to preside over the des-

plete, President Coolidge appears to 
have been elected «over his opponents 
by a rolling tide of ballots mounting 
up toward the Harding landslide of 
3920. 
But the returns still were in- 
sufficient early today to showr wheth­ 
er he will have a working majority 
1 of republicans in congress. 
Little more than half the senate 
and house contests liad beeu finally 
reported, with the 
results 
so far 
showing a net republican gain oi a 
dozen representatives and probably 
three or lour senators. The bugaboo 
of throwing the presidential election 
into congress was chased away by 
the rapidity with which the large 
blocks of electoral votes either fell 
into the Coolidge column or gave 
seemingly unmistakable evidence oi 
going there as the returns continued 
to come in. 
John W. Davis succeeded in

HOW GARDEN OF THE 
GODS WAS NAMED 


The D em ocrat Is in receipt of a

Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Schwartz, 
who w ere sojourning in Colorado— 
th e ir 
nam es

Clarence May ap p ear in the list of 
M issourians registered on th e Peak. 
A little piece of history appears in 
the issue w hich is of Interest to 
the whole public. 
It I s : 
“There are several versions of the 
story of how the Garden of the Gods 
received its nam e. Most of them 
are fqpnded on fiction. 
Col. Met- 
ancthon S. Beach some years ago 
gave the true story as follows: 
“ In the m onth of August, 185), a 
few years afte r I laid out the town- 
site of Colorado City for the Den­ 
v er company, I w as riding through 
the beautiful natural garden which 
has since become world-renowned. 
My 
com panion 
was 
Rufus 
Cable, 
now’ a prom inent law yer of the old 
school, residing in K ansas City. 
“ As we rode through this Won­ 
derful park, Mr. Cable, who w as of 
a ra th e r sentim ental, poetic turn of 
mind, was deeply im pressed w ith 
th e silent g randeur of the scene. 
I 


hruoglit him to earth w ith a dull 
thud by rem arking: 
“Don’t you think, Cable that this 
would be a great place for a m etro­ 
politan beer g ard en ?” 
“ I shall never forget the expres­ 
sion of disgust 
whieli cam e over 
his face as he replied: 'It's a fit 
place for a Garden of the Gods. Let 
that be its nam e.’ 
“This incident was told about the 
settlem ent, and in a com paratively 
short tim e the spot w a s generally 
known as the Garden of the Gods. 
This is the true story of the origin 
of the nam e.” 
“T he credit for nam ing the G ar­ 
den has been given to Governor Gil­ 
pin, who was appointed territorial 
governor by President Grant. 
He 
gave it the nam e of ‘The Garden of 
the Im m ortal God,’ but the adjective 
wTas never retained. 
“ Many suppose th a t Helen H unt 
Jackson 
was 
responsible 
for

name, but such was not the case. 
The m istake is probably due to the

nam e 
with 
‘My 
G arden’ which was the nam e given 
by Mrs. Jackson to the pine cover­ 
ed spot on the slope of Cheyenne 
m ountain w here her body was first 
buried.”.

were passed by the British Parliament 
creating inducements for the British 
owners of such securities to convey 
them cither temporarily or permanently 
to the British Government, for the 
purpose of aiding in financing its pur­ 
chases in the United States, and very 
large amounts were obtained in this 
manner. 


These securities, which had been un­ 
der accumulation by British investors— 
insurance companies, investment com­ 
panies, individual investors, etc.—hi all 
the years since British investments in 
this country began, were of a very high 
class—many of them underlying bonds 
of the oldest and strongest railroads, 
and in general a collection of securities 
which for the most part had been in­ 
frequently seen in the markets in re­ 
cent years, being held as permanent in­ 
vestments. 


These securities were sent to the 
New York representatives of the Brit­ 
ish Treasury, J. P. Morgan & Co., to 
be sold or used as collateral for loans. 
Several time-loans were issued on such 
security and distributed on the public 


as it was necessary for the purchases 
of those governments in this country 
to continue, it was quickly decided that 
all interests would be best served by 
by haviEig the United States Govern­ 
ment finance such expenditures itself. 
That was the end of foreign flotations 
in this country until after the war. 


By the time the United States T reas­ 
ury was ready* to take over the full bur­ 
den of payments on account of British 
purchases, which was a month or so 
after the United States declared war,
